This is a great trick of Satan's because he knows humans so well We tend to put down our swords so quickly 
when someone claims they are on our side. We want to be pleasant and breezy with others, but mostly we are 
just plain spiritually lazy. Christians today employ totally wrong criteria forjudging the fruits of others. We focus 
on peg boarding, on putting people in categories when what we should be doing is putting their doctrines to the 
test.

More often than not most of what the wolves say is the truth, otherwise how would they ever fool anyone? The 
problem is they mix just a little leaven in and that means we have to have much discernment to separate the truth 
from the lies.
